Chancellor Says We Have Met Ex- 
pectations in Vast Sums 
Loaned to Allies. 


LONDON, April 22.— Andrew Bonar 
Law, Chancellor of the Exchequer, in 
introducing the budget in the House of 
Commons today, said. it was the larg- 
est in the history of the world, and he 
Gesired to present -the situation ‘as 
briefly as possible. 

The Chancellor. estimated the nen 
itures in the coming year at £2,972,197,- 
000, [$14,117,985;750 at the present rate 
of exchange;],. He’ placed the reyenye-ot 
£774,350,000, plus £67,800,000 to be: gained: 
“ from: : new taxation, making the total 

£$42,060,000.. This left a balance “of 
£5, 130,147,000 ($10, 118, 198; 2 to be eev- 

ered by borrowing. K - 

His ‘anticipations as,to the: assistance 
givén*to the Allies by the United States 
‘ bad. been: fulfilled, he satd. Despite 
this assistance, the British loans to the 
Alles. in ‘the last- year. were £505,000,000. 
The ‘United’ States had advanced to all 
the Allies £950,000,000. ’ 

-“ It ist only necessary for us,’ oaia 
the Chancellor, ‘“ to lean on the United 
States to» the amount the ‘other - Allies 
jean. pn us. In other words, we are 
self-supporting.” 

The Chancellor said he noe been ° in 
communication -with Secretary McAdoo 
on the subject of these: complicated’ loan 
transactions, and with Mr. Crosby, héad’ 
cf. the: Ameriean Financial Mission ‘to 
Europe, ° 
‘turning te Washington to consult his 
Government.” 

“I have: made. certain suggestions re- 

sarding advances- to the Allies,” © con- 
tinued the Chancellor, ‘‘ which, if adopt- 


ed, will lessen our burden considerably. |. 


without in any way increasing the total 
’ obligation to the United States,” 

Giving the figures of the revenues for 
the last fiscal year, Which amounted to 
£707,234,565, a large increase over that 
of the preceding yéar, he-said that this 
was very gratifying, but that the real 
test of the financial position would come 
wheu Britain ceased tq rely upon bor- 
rowing. 

Praise for the Dominions. 

The Chancellor expressed the Govern- 
ment’s. appreciation of the hearty co- 
operation the part of the Canadian 
Government in asgiating to finance the 
war: He cansidered it possible that the 
alteration of the arrangement with the 
United States in the method of making 
advances. would’-result. in loans tp the 
Allies *being reduced -to £300,000,000 and 
to the. Dominions £50,000,000. He point- 
ed out how ‘gmail the advances to the 
Dominious ~had been’ during the ‘war, 
showing how great was the desire, . not 
only. ‘fn. Canada, but in thé other. Do- 
minions,. tO carry on the war- out of 
their, own expenditures. 

“The additional taxation’ proposed, said 
the Chancellor, would in the full year 
be equivalent to 66 per cent..of the ante- 
bellum reyenue from taxation. “The 
financial strength of the country after 
three years of war was greater than 


any one could have imagined, and was‘ 


amazing testimony to “the financial -sta- 
bility of the nation. 

Mr. Bonar Law said that Germany’s 
daily expenditure was £6,250,000—prac- 
tically. the same as the British—but-the 
German total did not include - various

It was only the day before yesterday 
that a German official communiqué 
announced that Richthofen, command- 
ing ‘their “ trusty 11th Pursuit Squad- 
ton,” had achieved -his seventy- ninth 
and eightieth victories in air combats, 
and it ‘will be a, great blow to the 
morale of the German air pilots when 
they learn that he has at last been 
destroyed. 

How it cs is not yet quite 
clear. There are various theories as 
to the way in which he was brought 
dewn, because there was a general 
fight over the British lines. with many 
machines’ engaged on both sides, and 
in such cases it is difficult to get exact 
evidence. , 

Richthofen went about with a circus, 
as it ig called, of about twenty-seven

WITH THE FRENCH. ARMIES, 
April 22.—For the first time ‘Amer- 
ican troops have been engaged in a 
‘real action, that of Seicheprey, and: its 
issue warrants high hopes regarding 
American participation in the great 
struggle. The fight for Seicheprey 
wad something more than a raid, even 
on an important scale, for the car- 
dinal principle of raids is the retire- 
ment of the assailants to their own 
lines as soon as possible after their 
purpose is achié¢ved, and on this o¢ca- 
sion the enemy intended t Héld auch 
ground as he could gain. 

In fact, it appears, atcording ito the 

statements of prisoners, that the Ger. 
Man: object was “ to teach the Amer- 
icans:a-lesson ” that would discourage 
‘thein from ‘tackling *more important 
‘tyeratfons in the great western batile. 
ie that We “the case, the German ‘ex- 
ipedtations ‘were singularly disappoint- 
‘ed, for the fimal American and French 
counterattack recovered every foot of 
‘the ground originally lost and “ our 
line is integrally re-established.” 
- As in the western battle, the Ger- 
mans aimed at a junction point of the 
‘allied ‘lines, and the blow was delivered 
by special “storm troops” after a 
short, but heavy, bombardment with 
gas and high explosive shells. It is 
worthy of note that, according to the 
French reckoning of the enemy divis-} 
ions facing them, which I have been 
privilegéd to see, there are no other 
first-class units tg the German line 
along .the whole front frome the River 
Oise to Switzerland. 

To understand ‘the. battle properly 
it is necessary to realize the geo- 
graphical situation. _The German po- 
sitions at this point are ‘on ‘high 
ground ‘commanding the allied 
trenches. Right opposite the enemy 
and behind our line there is a steep 
hill some 900 feet: in height, on 
whose further, or southwestern, slope 
the village of Seicheprey is located. 
On the right this hill dips much less 
sharply than on the left, and may be 
approached on a gradual incline, of 
which the: greater part is covered by 
a. small rectangular -grove called the 
Wood of Remiéres. It was through 
this* wood that the enemy succeeded 
for a. moment in pushing our line 
‘back and advancing nearly a mile and 
& quarter up the-slope to the hilltop, 
which gave him a short-lived coim- 
mand of the village.

want to destroy are always saved? 

Captain: Kuhlwetter gives. the fol- 
lowing answer: 

“ American transports travel in con- 
voys, well’ protected against: attack, 
rand are very fast. _Thus the subma-, 
rines have a most difficult and danger- 
ous task. This is-particularly true’ in 
the. Channel, where the enemy .can 
choose the most’ favorable, hours. of 
the day and can protect. himeelf by all) 
sorts of devices, mines, nets, &c. 

“To try to seize the bull by the 
horns here would mean attacking a 
powerful enemy front, which can be 
broken more cheaply in other ways. 

“In other waters the enemy. defense 
is not quite so easy, but there, he 
takes advantage of the great number

“It-is not. possible for us to have 
U-boats waiting off-every enemy har- 
bor until, the, transport can .con- 
veniently.be destroyed. We have not 
got so many submarines. It would 
be wasting them. and their ,precious 
crews, especially as if the ships were 
torpedoed the troops themselves wou 
not be destroyed.” 

The expert tries to comfort his read- 
ers with the following remarks: .

DEAD ON OUR FRONT 


Troops Fought with Tenacious 
“Bravery Against All Kinds. 
of Frightfalness. 


. WITH THE AMERICAN ARMY 
IN FRANCE, April 22, (Associated 
Press.)—Reports that are coming in 
relative to the fight in the Toul sector 
show that the losses sustained were 
no larger than what could reasonably 
be expected from such an engagement, 
which was the most severe of any in 
which the American troops have taken 
part, 

The losses of the enemy on the 
ether hand, were much greater than 
be had expected, as is evidenced by 
more than 300 dead Germans in the 
American trenches and in No Man’s 
Land, His losses in wounded are un- 
known, as disabled men were dragged 
back to the German trenches. 

‘Our troops were. overwhelmed by 


@ superiority of numbers, but fought | 


to a:finish,”’ was the official charac- 
terization by a field commander of 
the American troops, in his report to 
headquarters. 

Details of the engagement, obtained 
from interviews with officers and 
men who participated in the. battle, 
show that the Americans stuck to 
their guns while the Germans were 
placing liquid fire, gas, and almost 
every other conceivable qdeyice of 
frightfulness on them. Gné man, 
who lay wounded in an “American 
hospital today, kept his machine gun 
going after the chief gunner had been 
killed, two feet away, and*he him- 
self had been wounded, thus pro- 
tecting a turn in the road known as 
Dead Man's Curve, over which Amer- 
fean couriers passed in the face of a 
concentrated enemy fire. 

That the enemy’s losses were so 
severe that he was cured of his belief 
that it was going to be a walkover 
Was indicated by his feeble artillery 
fira yesterday and today. . 

Despite the driving rain, however, 
the American artillery showed signs 
of animated activity. The officers 
and men were in fine spirit, even the 
wounded laughing and joking.

(Associated 
Press.)—An entire German regiment, 
reinforced' by storm troops, attacked 
the sector held by American troops 
near Sejicheprey on Saturday, when 
General Pershing’s men fought the 
most serious engagement they had yet 


experienced. Sede. 

Indications show that important 
preparations were madé for the 
assault. Unusual ‘precautions. were 


taken along the Whole sector as soon 
as the German ‘intention was known, 
aah extremely heavy héstile bombard- 
ment with poison gas: shells opened 
during the night and lasted until 5 
o'clock in the morning. At that hour 
the enemy infantry dashed forward, 
preceded by stopm troops, which had 
been. brought to the scene especially 
for the attack after preliminary train- 
ihe on ground similar to the sector 
held by the American troops. 

The assault was over a line 2,000 
yards in length and at several places 
the enemy succeeded in entering the 
American lines. At Seicheprey the 
Americans holding. that position of- 
feréd a stubhorn defense,’ Without a 
moment's. delay, after retirement 
there, the Americans organized, with 
the-French, a counterattack which was 
carried out brilliantly, driving the 
Germans out of the village and taking 
prisoners. The fighting did not cease 
until late in the afternoon. 

The severest encounters took place 
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mans took a firm hold at dawn de- 
spite a lively defense by the bodies of 
Americans stationed there. 

French and American troops joined 
in the counterattack on this part of 
the line, succeeding eventually in oust- 
ing the enemy. The united troops 
worked in closest co-operation, and by 
the end of the day were able to score a 
complete victory and restore their lines 
as they were before the engagement. 

In this vicinity many prisoners fell 
into the hands of the Allies, while the 
barbed wire and shell-pitted ground 
were covered with German corpses.

CAPT. BIGELOW WAS KILLED, 


Historian’s Grandson Died Fighting 
with British In France. 


Captain Braxton Bigelow, 170th Field 
Company, Royal Engineers, son of Ma. 
jor John Bigelow, U. 8. A., and grand- 
son of, the late John Bigelow, author 
and Minister to France under Pregident 
Grant, who was -reported missing on 
July 23, wes killed in action on that 
night, according to word received by his 
parents of 21 Cleveland Avenue, New 
Brunswick; N. J. 

Captain Bigelow was a mining en- 
gineer engaged in operations in the 
mountains of Peru when the war began. 
He returned at once to New York, and 
the day after Christmas, 1914, he sailed 
for England. His first service was with 
the American Ambulance Field Service, 
and later he went to Serbia with a 
hospital unit. For bravery and unself- 
ish work. he received a medal. Return- 
ing to England in April, 1916, he ‘ob- 
tained a commission in the British 
Army as Lieutenant in the Royal Ar- 
tillery, and was sent to the front. Later 
he was transferred to the Engineers, 
and early in the Summer he’ was pro- 
moted to be Captain. 

In August Captain Bigelew was 
slightly wounded and received sfx 
-weeks’- leave. After his return to 
‘France he was near Lens when there 
was a suspicion that the Germans were 
éngaged in mine work at a particular 
point in his sector. On the night. of 
‘July 23 Captain Bigelow volunteered to 
heafl a small party of sappers to invea- 
tigate,.

On April 20 and 21 four German air- <

Sixteen enemy machines fell inside 
their own lines badly damaged after 
aerial engagements, 

In the same period our bombing air- 
planes carried out numerous sorties. 
Forty-nine thousand kilos of projec- 
tiles were dropped on railway stations, 
cantonments, and enemy aviation 
grounds in the region of St. Quentin, 
Jussy, Chaulnes, Roye, Ham, Guis- 
card, and Asfeld. Two fires broke out 
in the Chaulnes station and the Asfeld 
station. A munitions depot east of 
Guiscard was exploded.

He was shot through 
the side, close to the heart. 

According to the custom of the Brit- 
ish Air Service and of the chivalry 
which exists between flying men on 


each side, Richthofen was buried to- 
day with full military honors. ‘The 
funeral -wags attended “by many flight 
commanders,’ officers," and men, who 
paid their respects to the brave enemy 


‘for whose skill and daring they had 


profound admiration, though he was 
a deadly menace near the British lines.

DENVER, April 22.—In spite of the 
fact that she is English born and that 
her sympathiea are all with the Allies, 
Baroness Louise Richthofen wept this 
morning when told that a nephew of her 
husband, Captain Baron. von Richt- 
hofen, the king of German aviators, had 
been killed in Germany. 

‘“‘T knew him well,” she said, “ and, 
with my. husband, spefit many months 
at his home in Berlin, His father, Baron 
Friedrich von Richthofen, was my hus- 
band’s favorite brother, and we made 
our honie at their estate whenever we 
were in Germany. 

“There were just two boys in the 
family, Max and Wilhelm, and Max was 
the one who was killed. Wilhelm was 
educated at Oxford, but Max received 
all his education in Germany. As a 
youngster he was one of the bravest 
and most daring children that I have 
ever known. He was never cruel, and 
his heart was always kind. 

. ‘For nearly two weeks I have felt 


that, something .was, going, to happen 
to.Max, for he has been.in such danger- 
ous places. 
was that he had been decorated by the 
Emperor with the Cross of Honor with 
the eagle and sword, which ik one of 
the highest decorations that can be re- 
ceived.” ‘ 

Baroness Richthofen, who has 
dropped ‘the. ‘‘von"’ from her name, 
has lived here for many. years and is 
one of the miost enthusiastic workers 
for the Belgian refugees and for the 
blind soldiers and sailors of the Allies. 
She was the inspiration of the flag day 
held for Belgian relief last November, 
which netted over $3,000 in Denver 
alone, and claims credit for originating 
the flag now: betng sold all over the 


country, for the benefit of the blind} 


soldiers and sailors of the Allies. 

Her husband was at one time one of 
the wealthiest realty holders in Den- 
ver. He died in 1898. 

She has many relatives in England 
who are fighting, and has nothing but 
hate for German militarism. 





Since Captain Boelke was shot down 
in October, 1916, Captain von Richthofen 
has been the most prominent and suc- 
cessful German avitor. On April’8 the 
German War Office announced that he 
had achieved his seventy-eighth aerial 
victory; although in this; as in previous 
citations, he was not credited explicitly 
with having brought down: an allied air- 
plane. 

Captain von Richthofen first came into 
prominence as leader of the ‘Flying 
Circus,” a squadron of German aviators 
whose members fought in a peculiar 
circular formation, fellowing one an- 
other around, so that in case one was 
attacked the. next flier could sweep the 
antagonist from the rear. . Recently 
Emperor William conferred upon him 
the Order of the Red Hagle.

After sharp 
fighting, in the course of which the 
enemy succeeded in capturing one of 
our advanced posts, the attack was re- 
pulsed. 

We improved our positions slightly 

during the night in the Villers-Breton- 
neux, Albert, and Robecq sectors. 
‘A number of successful raids were 
carried out by us at different points 
south and north of Lens, resulting in 
the capture of prisomergs and machine 
guns. 

There has been considerable artillery . 
activity on both sides on different 
sectors of the British front. The ene- 
my’s shelling has been directed chiefly 
against our positions astride the 
Somme and Ancre Rivers, in the Lens 
sector, in the neighborhood of Festu- 
bert, and in the Nieppe Forest. 


The official statement dealing with 
aerial operations issued by the War 
Office tonight reads: 

After a long spell of stormy 
weather, which greatly hampered 
aerial work; the sky cleared on Sun- 
day and our airplanes weve able to 
remain in the air from dawn until 
dark, Bombing raids were carried

LULL IS LIKELY TO END SOON. 


Both Sides Are Reinforced — Bad 
Weather Hampers Operations. 


OTTAWA, April 22.—The lull in the 
fighting in France is not expected to 
last long, notwithstanding the inclem- 
ent weather, with wind and rain, says 
a Reuter dispatch from London. 

** The Germans are licking their hurts 
after their recent thrashing and evi- 
dently do not mean to re-attack until 
they are ready to do so on a great 
scale,’’ the message adds. ‘“‘ They are 
being openly and enormously reinforced, 
but the allies have.also strengthened 
their forces and it is not likely that 
the next thrust will be any more ef- 
fective in achieving a decision than 
that of a month ago. 

“The expectation on this side, in- 
deed, ig that the battle may last well 
through the Summer. For one thing, 
it will henceforth be impossible for the 
enemy to benefit by a strategic surprise 
similar to that of March 21. 

‘* All the enemy’s onslaughts hitherto 
have failed to attain their object, owing 
te the impossibility of -using reserves, 
and resulted in: the bottling up of a 
million and a half of men in the tri- 
angle of Hazebrouck, Amiens and 
Noyon, These troops, originally sup- 
plied with a week’s rations, are virtu- 
ally starving in a devastated region 
which 1s difficult to revictual, as the 





ground is marshy and pitted with shell/ 


holes constantly under fire.” 
MASS ATTACKS GIVEN UP? 


Correspondent Quotes an Order of 
Ludendorff About It. 


LONDON, April. 23.—The enormous 
losses, inflicted by the British have 
caused General Ludendorff to change 
his tactics ‘end he has ordered that no 
more massed attacks be made by the 
Germans, it is said. The correspondent 
of The Daily Mail at British Head- 
quarters in France reports that General 
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Ludendorff, in an order dated March 
80, said: 

‘The idea of forcing:success by the 
employment of masses rityust be abolish- 
ed, absolutely. It only leads te unneces- 
gary, losses.,:The effective use of weep- 
ons, not of numbers, givés the decision.”’ 

The German method of advance since 
the order, says the correspondent, has 
been to push forward small bodies of 
troops with light machine guns. Some- 
times they are caught in masses when 
concentrating for an attack, but ‘‘ gen- 
erally they trickle toward: us in num- 
bera of little streams.'’ _ streams."’

LONDON, April 22.—A Reuter tele- 
gram from British Headquarters in 
France says that the Germans are ap- 
parently continuing to mass troops on 
the line of Bailleul-Neuve Hglise, on the 
north, and around Dernicourt, (probably 
Dernancourt,) on the south.

Such affairs as these are by no means 
negligible, especially at a time when in 
the central and southern parts of the 
field of the great offensive there is a 
pause, only a relative pause, it is true, 
‘for artillery actions become daily more 
violent:.. Without :a constant-supply of 


can co-ordinate our, staffs would be

@mashed by some surprise blow. Work- 
‘ing from the centre of a crescent, the 
German staff has. a great advantage in 
being able to use a series of radial rail- 
ways to shift masses of men rapidly 
from region to region.

of Friday, after a deluge of shells 
from midnight onward. The enemy 
launched 3,000 men in three columns 
each, preceded by picked storm troops 
on a front of a mile and three-quar- 
ters.

After two 
hours'of desperate fighting the enemy 
was driven down the slope into the 
wood. 

Throughout the morning there was 
bitter fighting among the trees. Then 
toward noon the Allies swept forward 
irresistibly and, retook the wood com- 
pletely. Fighting stubbornly, the Ger- 
mans were pushed back beyond the 
wood’s eastern fringe to their own 
trenches,.. where. they endeavored to 
maintain themselves. But a new ad- 
vance, combined with pressure from 
the flank, forced them to retreat, and 


by Saturday evening they had retired |. 


to the original starting point, and our 
line was completely re-established. 
In view of their defeat, it is not im- 


probable that thé Germans will try to 
represent the affair as a big raid and 
boast that they withdrew “ according 
to instructions,” but the troops en- 
gaged on both sides know better. 

For the first time the Germans have 
met the Americans in serious fighting, 
and, as the French say, “ they have 
broken their noses.” It is a good 
augury for America.

The State Department has been alive 
in the past to reports that American 
prisoners in Germany have been badly 
treated. It was said today by one of 
the highest officials that the depart- 
ment would not feel justified in making 
a protest against reported ill-treatment 
of American prisoners until it had spe- 
cific evidence, but that in the case of 
the. reports forwarded by THE TimzEs 
correspondent it would have inquiry 
made to ascertain if there was ground 
for more positive action. 

Difficulty is expected by the officials 
here in ascertaining ereteny how Ger- 
many is treating American prisoners.

Inciting Dutch on Ship Seizures.

THE HAGUE, April 22.—The German 

press continues to make propaganda out 
of the requisitioning of Dutch ships. 
Several papers assert that Dutch seamen 
were offered fabulous sums to serve on 
these ships after — the prices 


ranging from $500 to $8,000 per month. 
It is alleged that even inexperienced 


sailors received offers of these prices, 
but that this is not surprising, as Amer- 
ican officers of the mercantile marine 
were not more experienced. 

The Weser Zeitung remarks that this 
indicates in what inexperienced hands 
Atlantié shipping _will be. The paper 
also asserts that this shows the sort of 
spirit in America and a growing fear 
of lack of seamen and that there are 
few real American sailors in service, 
but that Spaniards.and Italians who do 
not know the dangers are lured by pay. 

The Cologne Volkszeitung says that 
America had 4 painful surprise when the 
Dutch seamen put their honor and pa- 
triotism above money and fine words. 
America could seize the ships, it says, 
but could not lure the Dutch seamen, 
who refused to serve America or Eng- 
land. The paper comments that this 
was a personal sacrifice,. but that the 
esteem of the whole world was acquired 
thereby. 

The Cologne Gazette remarks tat the 
American dollar did not succeed in buy- 
ing the national honor and patriotism 
of Dutch seamen. It dwells on Presi- 
dent Wilson’s ‘‘ moral iniquity ’’ and 
‘“‘the power of the golden calf’’ in 
America. The paper says that this epi- 
sode is a remarkable indication of the 
scarcity of seamen in America and of 
the effect of the submarines. 

Chevalier van Rappard, former Min- 
ister at Washington, thanked the Dutch 
seamen who arrived on board the Nieuw 


Amsterdam for their attitude toward the

‘ ‘The.grand total of subscriptions-.at the 
close of business Saturday was today 
officially reported to Washington as 
$1,490,555,500. This 1s within less than 
$9,500,000 of the halfway mark, which 
undoubtedly was reached beforé noon 
today. 'Tomorrow’s’ figures in official 
reports are expected to show many mill- 
ions beyond this. 

Governors of-all the States were asked 
by telegraph today by Secretary McAdoo 
to direct that next Friday, April 26, be 
made a State as well as*a national holi- 
day. This will make Friday the great 
national Liberty Day of the campaign, 
and, it is believed, will accelerate to a 
high degree the progress of the loan. 
All the States in the second Ioan cam- 
paign did this, and it produced the ban- 
ner day of the entire drive.

‘amount was taken. in 


Bankers Believe Rivalry Has 


Deflected Loan Subscrip- 
tions to Other Districts. -

QUEENS OVER ALLOTMENT 


“Cash Bonds” Widely Distributed 
in City and Sales Over Counter 
Start with a Rush. 


Liberty Loan subscriptions in the New 
York’ Federal Reserve district are not 
coming in as fast as had been ex- 
pected, and in high banking quarters 
keen disappointment is felt. Although 
more than half of the period set aside 
for collecting subscriptions has already 
elapsed, the applications thus far re-, 


/corded by the Federal Reserve Bank of 


New York total $390,612,600, which is 
equivalent to about 23 per cent. of 
$1,500,000,000,. the figure fixed as the 
goal of the Liberty Loan Committee. 
The total to date is approximately 45 
per cent. of the $900,000,000 quota de- 
termined for the district by the Treas- 
ury Department. 

It is the opinion of members of the 
committee that the ‘Honor Flag ”’ 
feature of the campaign has had the 


effect of ‘' distorting ’” figures, and that 
the rivalry stimulated by the flags has 
been instrumental in deflecting sub- 
scriptions from New York to other dis- 
tricts. In working out the quotas for 
the various communities the Treasury 
Department has used bank deposits as 
a basis, and theoretically subscriptions 
are to be filed by corporations and in- 
dividuals in the cities where they main- 
tain their bank accounts.. Were this 
general policy followed the transfer of 
funds to the Government account would 
be accompanied by the minimum 
amount of disturbance. As a matter of 
fact the intense desire of communities 
to win Honor Flags has been respon- 
sible for the filing of subscriptions in 
places other than where the subscriber 
keeps his bank account. This has been 
particularly true in the case of some of 
the small towns which have won-star 
after star on their flags. 
Big Subscriptions Distributed. 

Wealthy. men have placed their sub- 
scriptions with banks and trust com- 
panies located in towns where they 
maintain their country homes, and not 
in’ the large tities where they transact 
their business and where they keep the 
bulk of their money. The large corpora- 
tions which have their fiscal offices 
in New York have, in response to press- 
to bear, 
filed. subscriptions ia. various parts of 
the country, distributing the same among 
all the cities and towns where they have 
plants or sales offices. Corporations 
have followed this practice, despite the 
fact that their bank balances in the va- 
rious towns are smal’—only sufficlent to 
supply payroll réquirémients—whéréas : 
the main corporation funds are on de- 
posit with New York City institutions. 

In the First Liberty ean ‘campaiga 
many of the corporations having out-of- 
town offices placed their full subscrip- 
tions in this city; in the second cam- 
paign most of them distributed their 
applications, filing liberal portions in 
other districts; but in the current drive 
it appears, according to well-informed 
bankers, that many industrial concerns 
have gone to the extreme of helpfng out 
other districts, in the race for subscrip- 
tions, at the expense of New York, 
which reJatively has,not made as good 
a showing as some of the other reserve 
districts. . 

The other reason given for New York 
not having piled up a larger amount of 
subscriptions is the fact that a great 


many corporations and individuals find $50,000. 


that their resources do not permit of 
very big subscriptions because of the 
heavy income and excess profits taxes 
that will have to be paid on June 15. 
The statement is being constantly made 
that if Congress passed the proposed bill 
permitting the payment of taxes in in-

All the witnesses who testified yester- 
day at the first public session of Mayor 
Hylan’s committee’ investigating - the 
Health Department ‘vent on record as 
being strongly opposed to‘abolishing the 
Bureau of Public Health Education. 
The suggestion that the bureau, of 
which Dr. Charles F. Bolduan is Di- 
rector, be abolished, was made in a pre- 
liminary report to Mayor Hylan by his 
investigators. The witnesses yesterday 
were Dr. S. S. Goldwater, Chairman of 
the Mayor's Committee on Hospitais 
and formerly Commissioner of Health; 
Dr: Abraham Jacobi, Dr. James. Alex- 
@hder Miller, and Dr. S. Josephine 
Baker, Director of the Buréau of Child 
Hygiene. The hearing was held at the 
office of the Civil Service Commission 
in the Municipal Building. 

The witnesses were emphatic in their 
atatements thatthe work of the Bureau 
of Public Health Education was indis- 
pensable to the health of the people. 
Dr. Goldwater several times placed 
James E. MacBridé, Chairman of the 
Civil Service Commission, who did the 
questioning, on thé ‘defensive. On one 

these occasions Chairman MacBride 
finally sought refuge in the statement 
that the investigators had never con-

The raiding of all-night resorts in 
Manhattan, which was started several 


weeks ago by the District Attorney, is 
to be continued by order of Mayor Hy- 
lan,,it was learned yesterday, and it is 
to be.a part of a general policy of the 
City Administration for a cleaning up 
of vice conditions to prevent the neces- 
sity arising for the taking over of police 
control here by Federal agents or the 
military authorities, as has been done 
in Philadelphia. An intimation that the 
city authorities had feared Federal in- 
terference with police supervision be- 
cause of conditfons here was contained 
in this statement by Assistant District 
Attorney J. E, Smith: 

“There will be no repetition in New 
York of the conditions found by the 
Federal authorities in Philadelphia,” 
said he. ‘‘ The police and the District 
Attorney’s office are quite capable of 
handling the situation here and of see- 
ing that vice is stamped out. We showed 
the conditions that exist to the Federal 


-authorities and they came in to aid us. 


Secret Service men are with us when- 
ever we go on our raids.”’ 

District Attorney:Swann added to this 
the statement that officials of the Army 
Intelligence Bureau were assisting in the 
work. 

‘‘The Philadelphia fiasco is not going 
to be repeated in New York,"’ asserted 
Judge Swann. ‘‘ We have the complete 
and effective co-operation of the police, 
the Federal Government, and the Grand 
Jury.”

THE MILLIGAN PRECEDENT. 


Supreme Court Decision, 5 to 4, in 
66, fixed the Law on Courts-Martial 


It was suggested yesterday by a man 
who has taken an active part in resist- 
ing sedition and in the study of various 
manisfestations of German intrigue in 
this country, that President Wilson’s 
view, expressed in his letter to Senator 
Overman, that the Chamberlain bill 
making espionage and enemy propa- 
ganda punishable. by court-martial was 
unconstitutional was. probably based 
upon the Milligan decision. This deci- 
sion, rendered by the Supreme Court in 


1866, dealt with the case of a citizen of | 


Indiana arrested in 1864 for inciting to 
insurrection, tried by court-martial, and 
sentenced to death. The case was car- 
ried through the Federal courts to the 
Supreme Court, which by a 5 to 4 yote 
held that in a State which was not in- 
vaded or in rebellion and where the 
civil courts were still in unobstructed 
operation, military courts had no au- 
thority to try a man who was not a 
resident of a State in ee, nor a 
prisoner -of war.

BESSARABIA’S OFFER

‘On April 9 the National Assembly 
of Bessarabia voted by 86 against 3 for 
union of Bessarabia to Rumania. The 
Rumanian Premier was then at Kishi- 
nov .(capital of Bessarabia) and took 
cognizance of the vote amid enthusi- 
astic acclamation and declared this 
union to definitive and indissoluble. 

‘* Bessarabian delegates went to Jassy 
on April 12 to present the homage of 
the. people of Bessarabia to their Ma- 
jesties the King and Queen of Ru- 
mania. A Te Deum was’sung at the 
cathedral in the presence of the royal 
family, the Government and the Bessa- 
rabian delegates. The Archbishop of 
Bessarabia was also there, having taken 
the place next to the Metropolitan of 
Moldavia, who celebrated the service. 

‘“‘ After the ceremony was over a- 
rade of the troops took place, followed 
by a luncheon given at the royal palace 
in honor of the Minist€rs of .Bessarabia. 
His Majesty the King drank to the 
health of the united Rumanian and Bes- 
sarabian people, after witnessing the 
great historic. event accomplished by 
the will of the people of Bessarabia and/ 
proclaiming indissoluble the union of 
the ancient province of the Moldavian 
crown to ahe mother country.”’ 

Bessarabia, according to. Mr., Laho- 
vary, has about 3,000,000 inhabitants, 
and’ more than three-fourths of these 
are Rumanians. ‘‘ Besgsarabia,’’ he con- 
tinued, ‘‘is one of the richest farm 
lands of what was formerly Russia, 
The Bolsheviki ravaged it trightfuily 
during the Winter months, and the 
country was only saved by_the Ruma- 
nian troops, who were called in by the 
Bessarabians. Because of this help the 
Bolsheviki declared war on Rumania, 
and there we-e violent clashes between 
the Bolshevist brigands and Rumanian 
troops. Finally the latter ousted the 
Bolsheviki and succeeded in restoring 
tranquility, but only after the Bolshe- 
viki. had committed most frightful out- 
rages and pillaged the country, 

“Tf Rumania was obliged to mahe 
eace, it was due directly to the atti- 
snag of the Bolsheviki toward Ru- 
mania.’ 


MEANS TO KEEP PRISONERS. 


Berlin ‘Finds Transport Difficulties 
Prevent Sending Russians Home. 


AMSTERDAM, April 22.—Germany’s 
determination to utilize the labor of 
Russian prisoners as long as possible 
seems to be reflected in an official com-. 
munication which has been issued to the 
German press. 

After referring to the fact that condi- 
tions at present reigning in Russia make 
an immediate return of all German pris- 
oners of war impossible, the note-says 
that the transport to their own country 
of Russian prisoners from Germany can 


proceed only very slowly, and must ex- 
tend over a long period.. 

The note, in giving reasons for the 
delay in repatriating Russians, refers to 
the strain which the war makes on 
transport communication and the large 
number of prisoners in German hands, 
and finally refers to the possibility of 
these prisoners. preferring to remain in 
Germany.

“f shall, of course, continue to co-operate 
with them in this work.” 

Secretary Daniels said: 

“I fully approve Colonel MHatch’s 
statement. and his actions, and I am 
led to believe that the good people of 
Philadelphia are in sympathy with the 
determination of the Navy Department 


to leave no stone unturned, through the 
direction of Colonel Hatch, to safe- 
guard the enlisted men who are train- 
ing at Philadelphia... It is a great honor 
to a city to be host to these thousands of 
young men upon whom the safety of 
the nation depends, and am glad to 
know from.

WASHINGTON; April 22,—Reorgan- 
ization of the aircraft administration is 
imminent.. President Wilson, and Secre- 
tary Baker are supposed to have 
reachéd an agreement as to the meas- 
ures necessary to: bring about recom- 
mended reforma, and there is every 
prospect that in a few days Mr. Baker 
will-announce the steps that have been

new. Chief of Aircraft Production, who 
will be in supreme control of the air- 
craft program and probably have a 
large ‘share in the management of the 
aircraft military .service. 

The action of the President ‘and the 
Secretary. of War will be based on the 
report made by the special committee 
of investigation, sheaded by Snowden 
gig ex-Federal District’ Attorney 
for the Southern District of New York.

Spare in criticism those who, in the 
committee’s opinion, were responsible 
for . virtual breakdown of the air- 
craft program.

doings contrary to law. 
‘Thinking that this would cause. the 
food ‘dictator to mend his ways and 
make it possible for the council to carry 
on its work without sinning against the 
light of Prussian law a copy of the. 
memorandum was sent to Herr von 
Waldow, the food dictator; but unfor- 
tunately secret memoranda have a habit 
of going astray.

Says Mrs. Willlam Astor Chanler, 
Special Cable to Tow New YorK TIMES, 
LONDON, April 22.—‘‘No one. can ever 

beat this. people,’ said Mrs. William 

Astor Chanler to Ton NEw YorK TIMEs 

correspondent today, as she discussed 

what she had. seen in her visit here as 
one of an American delegation. 


“JT have talked with people of all} 


classes, hotel cHambermaids, taxicab 
drivers, shopkeépers, and doormeh,” she 
continued. ‘‘Many of them did not 
know I was an American, but all showed 
the same qualities. ‘They are suffering. 
They have sustained terrible bereave- 
ments. They are enduring privations, 


ut not one of them is complaining, 


and all show calm courage ‘and wonder- 
ful steadiness. 

“It has, indéed, been a revelation to 
me to be in Eugland during the great 
offensive and witness the coolness with 
~which it is taken. No one can ever 
beat a people like this, not if the war 
goes on one year or ten.” 

Mrs. Chanler weht on to say how the 
determination of the English had given 
English architecture a new meaning in 
her eyes. The solidity gf the great 
buildings like Westminster Abbey or the 
educational establishments seemed to 
her to typify the nation. 

“ They are, indeed, a’ nation of ‘build- 
ers,"" she said. ‘‘ They put up the most 
massive buildings, and - feels that 
they will carry out the same character- 
istics in other directions. .They can 
never be beaten.’’ 

Then she told of the courtesy of a 
theatre doorman ‘with whom she had 
chatted. She had spoken of America’s 
entry into the war and asked if England 
was not getting impatient for American 
aid. The man replied: 

“ Well, it do seem a bit long, Miss, if 
you don’t mind my saying so.”’ 

Mrs. Chanler spoke of the rigorous 
rationing system, which, by inflicting 
the same restrictions on all, prevented 
any jealousy. She said that what had 
brought home to her more than all else 
the meaning of the war was a visit toe 
@ carriage factory. 

“There were pictures on the wall of 
the most luxurious coaches,”’ she said, 
‘* King’s carriages, and every form of 
transportation which the most pleasure- 
loving could desire, which used to be 
built there, but now nothing is made 
but lorries, airplanes, and gun carriages. 
Everything. ministers to war, and those 
who manufacture its instruments are 
women: ‘Women who in the old days, 
perhaps, would have been riding in these 
soft-rolling carriages are now. engaged 
in making some of the most important 
weapons of war. That 
seemed: to me to show how completely 
this indomitable nation has transferred 
itself to a war basis.”

Herman Schmidt, 413, an engineer of 
Royal Oak; his wife, Helen, and their 
17-year-old daughter, Gertrude, were 
arrested tonight, charged with being 
implicated in the disappearance of Miss 


‘Steinbach. Following the arrests depu- 


ties began a thorough search-of the 
Schmidt home, and concealed under a 
floor was a box filled with blood- 
stained feminine wearing apparel. The 
trunks werd unlocked. and Schmidt had 
the keys. He said Neugebauer had in- 
troduced him to the womah, and she 
had asked him to take care of her 
trunks until she sent for them. 

Officers believe Schmidt to be Neu- 
ebauer and. assert that his wife and 
aughter were referred. to in his cor- 
respondence with Miss Sternbach as his 
sister. They are hinting at investiga- 
tions of other mysterious disappear- 
ances of girls and women. 

Augusta Steinbach, working in New 
York City as a housemaid, corresponded 
for some time with Neugebauer. She 
telegraphed him from the Hotel Bilt- 
more in New ‘York on Sept. 2 to an- 
jrounce. her departure. e failed to 
meet her at the train and she went to 
a rooming house in Detroit. The date 
of the wedding was fixed for March 15 
or 25, according to her. New York 
girl friend, Agnes Domanecki. It has 
been established that Miss Domanecki 
asked a Detroit woman to look w 
Neugebauer and Miss Steinbach, an 
that the report sent back was that 
Neugebauer was married and had a 
seventeen-year-old daughter.

There was a rush of German women 
to the Enemy Alien Bureau in the Fed- 
eral Building yesterday, who sought in- 
formation as to. their status under the 
new law signed last week by President 
Wilson which puts them in the same 
class as male subjects of the Kaiser so 
far as enemy ‘activities in this country 
are toncerned. Several of those who 
called sought permission to return .to 
Germany at -the first © opportunity, 
among them béing Mme. Margaret Ober, 
a German contralto singer, who was a 
prominent member of the Metropolitan 
Opera company prior to the entrance of 
the United States into the war. Mme. 
Ober igs now suing the Metropolitan 
Company for breach of contract. 

Other German women who want to go 
home include Fraulein. Gerda Schaar- 

~schmidt, a daughter of a once famous 
Hemburg-American Line skipper, and 
Fraulein Gertrude Fischer of Montclair, 
N. J. Captain Schaarschmidt is now 
in an internment camp in North Caro- 
lina. The women who applied for per- 
mission to return .to-the Fatherland 
were informed that the matter was one 
to be decided in Washington, and that 
all applications will be submitted to the 
Attorney General for final decision. 

“The ‘rule which will apply in the 
case of these women,”’ said Assistant 
Attorney General William Wallace, Jr., 
**is, will they, if permitted to return to 
Germany, be in a position to aid the 
enemy, and will they be able to take 
back information which will be of mili- 
tary value? 'On-the answer to that 
question will depend the action taken 
by the Government.’’ 

Mme. Ober told Mr. Wallace that she 
was ‘anxious. to get back to Berlin at 
the earliest possible moment. She said 
she was no longer in a position to make 
a living in-the United States, and that 
the only place she knows where she 
will be permitted to sing is Germany.

DENIES GIVING APPROVAL. 


Creel Says Anti-Draft Copy Was Not 
Submitted to’ Him. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, ‘April 22.—When the 
testimony of Merr:ll Rogers, business 
manager of The Masses, was prought 
to his attention tonight George Creel, 
Chairman of the Committee on Public 
Information, denied that the issue of 
The Masses containing the advertise. 
ment of Mrs. Cram had been submitted 
to him and had recejived_his approval.

In a statement Bernard Ridder, pub- 
lisher of the Staats-Zeltung, declared 
that his paper did more good to the 
Government printed in the German lan- 
Suage than it would if printed in Eng- 
lish. Mr. Ridder ‘asserted. that Hearst 
discontinued publication of the Deutches 
Journal when he. could not obtain a 
Government permit to print it. 

The statement reads as follows: 


“The agitation against the distribu- 
tion of American newspapers printed in 
foreign languages is based upon a lack 
of proper understanding of American 
conditions. There are millions of splen- 
did loyal Americans who cannot read 
the English language. There are thou- 
sands of men in the National Army who 
are about to risk their lives in the de- 
fense of our cause who do not. under- 
stand enough English to answer or- 
ders Recently Captain Grayson of the 
United States Army wrote to me ask- 
ing for copies of the President’s procla- 
mation in the German language in or- 
der that the men of his battery may be 
able to read it. 

‘The Washington Administration un- 
derstands this situation. Foreign lan- 
guage papers are: a necessity under 
present conditions and are licensed and 
distributed under a Governmental per- 
mit. Congress, whenever it is neces- 
Sary or ex ient, can suppress these 
publications. . The President has suf- 
ficient influence and power to end their 
career should he deem such a step wise. 
The Post Office Department and - the 
Bureau of Information, together with 
the Department of Justice, control afd 
regulate these papers. Material in re- 
gard to war aims, Liberty Bonds and 
the work of Americanization is sup- 
plied from many Governmental sources. 
Foreign language papers with Govern- 
mental license perform a necessary and 
important, service. Those without li- 
cense, like The Deutsches Journal, can- 
not survive. 

‘*The assistance which the German 
language press has given to Liberty 
Loan Committees throughout the coun- 
try has received official recognition from 
the Treasury Department. Instances of 
the value of the foreign language press 
could be multiplied indefinitely. 

‘‘The recent campaign of certain in- 
dividuals against- newsdéalers handling 
German language newspapers illustrates 
the important part the Government 
plays in the whole matter. If a news- 
dealer declines to 
papers the Government, through the 
Post Office Department, forthwith re- 
places the newsdealer and delivers, the 
newspapers. 
paign is a hardship for the newsdealer 
hie the greater. burden on the Post Of- 
ice. 

‘‘“The Staatz-Zeitung would use ‘the 
English language if it could conscien- 
believe that it would thereby 
perform a service to the country. If 
the Government, having the interests of 
America in view, should ever ask us to 
abandon the German language we would 


support it in this war méasure as well 
as in all others.’’

£11,000,000 from Income Tax Increase. 


Mr. Bonar Law introduced new taxa- 
tion schemes with the proposal to in- 
crease the postal rate within the United 
Kingdom and to the United States, Can- 
4da, India and the other dominions from 
a penny to three halfpence, yielding £3,- 
400,000. The postage on postcards, he 
said, would be a penny. ‘The income 
tax would be raised from [a minimum 
of 2] five shillings to six shillings in 
the pound. The stamp duty on checks 
would be raised from a penny to two- 

ence, yielding £750,000. The increase 
ncome tax - would yield £11,000,000. 
There would be no change in the tax 
on incomes under £500. There would be 
no increase in the rate on service pay. 

With regard to a double income tax 
within the empire, he proposed to adopt 
the principle of his predecessor, and the 
extra shilling would not apply when the 
double tax was equal to 6s. Allowances 
for children would apply to incomes up 
to £800, instead of £700; as at present. 

According to the new taxation, the 
supertax would be 4s. 6d. in the pound, 
instead of 3s. 6d., and would . begin 
with incomes amounting to £2,500, in- 
stead of £3,000. The Chancellor said 
that farmers would be taxed on the as- 
sumption that their profits were twice 
their rentals. The present law assumes 
that a farmer's income is exactly équal 
to his rental. 

The spirit duty would be increased 
from 14s. 9d. a gallon to 30s., bringing 
in £5,500,000 this year. The beer duty 
would he raised from 25s. to 0s. a 
barrel, and would bring in £9,700,000 this 
year. He had no doubt that at the 
prices to be fixed by the Food Con- 
troller the trade could bear the burden 
and sti}] make a good profit. 


Tobacco Tax $2.04 a Pound. 


| The tobacco duty wpuld be raised 
from 6 shillings 5 pence to 8 shillings 
2 pence a pound. Tobacco was under 
the control of the Tobaco Controller, 
and the result of the increased tax 
would be that the retail price would be 
fixed at 2 ted see more per ounce, not all 
of which, however, would come out of 
the consumer. Under this new scale the 
import of 6,000 tons of tobacco would 
give a revenue of £5,500,000 this year. 
There would be a small additional duty 
on matches, brirging in £600,000. The

Mr. Bonar Law said that the issue of 
tax-free 4 per cent. war bonds would 
cease from today. It was proposed to 
substitute similar bonds to be issued at 
101%, instead of at par, which would 
give a slightly tower ‘yield on the basis 
of a 6 per cent. income tax.

It was not by making. dyes, but by 
making ‘‘ mtermediates,’’ that the Ger- 
mans forced the whole world to depend 
on them in this great industry.

The Imperial Government, through 
its Chancellor, speaking openly for 
the Kaiser, accepted this resolution, 
and then proceeded to do all: these

vaster than had ever. been dreamed of 
When the resolution was passed. It 
carved. up Russia and tried to. tear 
Rumania limb from limb.: Its “ polit- 
“cal, economic, and financial viola- 
“tions ” since that July day are with- 
out number, the most atrecious. being 
the throwing of the Caucasus to the 
Turkish wolves, in direct contradic- 
tion not only to the Reichstag reselu- 
tion but to the subsequent treaty of 
Brest-Litovsk, while the most dis- 
gusting is the “financial violation ” 
by which it is attempted to strip Ru- 
mania of everything she has. Having 
torn up the resolution, trampled on it, 
spat upon it, the Imperial Government

WHY NOT A DAILY BULLETIN? 
The Germans considered the fight 
against American forces at Seiche- 
prey important enough to warrant an 
official statement, in which a claim 
was made that 183 prisoners and 
twenty-five machine guns were taken 
by them, but the War Department at 
Washington during two days issued 
no bulletin about the affair. Yet it 


’}was the most important action in 


which the American troops had been 
engaged. The Germans, with 1,200 
picked men, assaulted on a mile front, 
after bombarding and gassing the 
American trenches. Their object was 
to drive a wedge between the Amer- 
icans and the French. Early in the 
fighting: the enemy captured the vil- 
lage of Seicheprey, but in the end it 
was recovered and the Germans were 
repulsed with heavy loss. There was 
a fierce attack from the air as well as 
in the field, American gunners bring- 
ing down two enemy planes. 

' Seicheprey was a real battle, if a 
minor one, and had the Americans 
not fought stoutly, proving their su- 
periority in hand-to-hand encounters, 
there would have been a disaster to 
report. But as, things turned out, 
the Germans, according to the. bul- 
letin issued by them, ‘returned to 
their lines of departure”’—that is to 
say, ultimately they got the worst of 
the fight, which, however, was not 
admitted in their grandiose official 
statement. 

The Paris official report conveyed 
the information that the German as- 
sault included French positions. It 
is to be noted that American resist- 
ance was treated separately: ‘‘ Amer- 
“fcan troops fighting in this region 
““(Seicheprey) also repulsed a deter- 
“mined German attack in the same 
The French bulletin stated 
that the allied lines were “ re-estab- 
lished.” Washington was silent when 


both Berlin and Paris gave out re-. 


‘ports of the Seicheprey battle without 
delay. Two days later the American 
people were wondering whether the 
German claim of prisoners taken con- 

tained any substance of truth. They 
were entitled to an official statement 
on the ject. It is obvious that if 
the War Departmént desired to con- 
ceal the fact that. Americans had

no correspondent would be allowed to 
mention it in his dispatch. 

The reluctance of the department to 
make a prompt report’ on: Seicheprey, 
its failure to deal at once with the 
disquieting German claim of a con- 
siderable capture of. American sol- 
diers, the mystery in which an im- 
portant engagement was shrouded, 
have-made a bad impression, When 
the United States entered the war 
an assurance was given to the Amer- 
ican people that the Government 
would not withhold from them legit- 
imate news of the campaign: in 
France, or of what should happen at 
sea. Secretary DANTELS has kept 
faith; naval events and casualties 
have béen reported frankly and with- 
out delay. But that is not trie of 
the War Department. It has qual- 
ified and even evaded the promise 
given, and has actually shown a dis- 
position to withhold facts that the 
people were entitled to know. Pub- 
lication of casualties is still limited 
to: the mere names of the killed, 
wounded, and “ missing.’”” And the 
door has\been shut upon the reason- 
able proposal that an official bul- 
letin of the fortunes of the American 
army holding a part of the line in 
France should be given out daily or 
at brief intervals. 

Our War Department is toi of 
citing the example of the French 
and British War Offices and of con- 
tending that what they don't want 
published should be withheld. But 
Paris and London give out a daily 
bulletin of campaign developments on 
the western front. Why should our 
punctilious War Department not fol- 
low that example? Seicheprey is an 
irrefutable argument for it. 








RESISTANCE TO LAW IN IRELAND. 

At the Catholic Club Sunday night 
Dr. MAURICE FRANCIS EGan, a distin- 
guished man of letters and our Minis- 
ter at Copenhagen, said that ae the 
“greatest enemy of the ‘Catholic 


- Church and of Christianity in Eu- 


“rope is the German Emperor.” To 
the murderers of priests, to the rav- 
ishers of nuns, to the destroyers of 
churches and cathedrals, to the slay- 
ers of Catholics on Good Friday at the 
mass in Paris, the Irish Catholic hier- 
archy now turns in friendship. 
what monstrous delusion obsessed, 
plunged in what unhappy remoteness 
from the agony of Belgium and the 
world, does the Irish Church tie at 
last to the Sinn Feiners, the open 
friends of the Kaiser? 

These sermons and pledges against 
conscription, this union or attempt at 
union against conscription, this Sun- 
day devoted to organizing resistance, 
this combination of priest and politi- 
cian, in’ the supreme peril of civiliza- 
tion, this aid and comfort to the 
enemy—all this is a page of history 
that cannot be read hereafter without 
sorrow and shame. 

It is a strange attitude for the Cath- 
olic Church of Ireland or anywhere 
else to counsel resistance to. lawful 
authority and government, to advise 
Irishmen to ally themselves with pub- 
lic enemies. The Bishop of Cloyne 
tells a public meeting of Queenstown- 
ers that the Irish have “a powerful 
* and unscrupulous adversary who is 
“without heart or sympathy for long- 
“ suffering Ireland.” For a. genera- 
tion England has diligently striven to 
satisfy the desire of Ireland, to make 
Ireland prosperous. She has _ been 
treated in this war like a spoiled child. 
The long suffering has been:on the 
part of England. 

What sacred privilege attaches to an 
Irishman in Ireland that he shall not 
be made to fight against Germany as 
Irishmen of Wales, or Scotland, or 
Canada are made to fight against Ger- 
many? Not in this. country, not in 
any country that is fighting Germany, 
will “the audacious preposterosity ” 
be swallowed that an Irishman of 
Ireland may sulk and skulk, may hate 
England more than he loves freedom, 
may join: hands with its inexorable 
foes. Whether the opposition to con- 
scription comes from Cardinal, Arch- 
bishop, Bishop, priest, or from those 
Sinn Fein ruffians who insulted 
American sailors and the American 
flag, Americans and all the other na- 
tions banded against Germany regard 
the enemies of Irish conscription as 
their enemies. Venerable: ecclesias- 
tical titles cannot shelter them. 
Whether from learned Bishops or 
from frothing politicians, this resist- 
ance to conscription is a stab at free- 
dom. , 

The digression of the Irish Catholic 
hierarchy into pro-Germanism is the 
more curious in that it synchronizes 
with expressions of disappointment 
and regret of the Vatican at thé back- 
sliding of the German Catholics, the 
Centre Party, from their modest terms 
of peace of last July. . 

The resolution of fifty-five Irish 
members of Parliament to the effect 
that the enforcement of military serv- 
ice upon Ireland “ constitutes one of 
“the most brutal acts of tyranny and 
“ oppression of which any Government 
“can be guilty” is a choice bit. of 
buncombe. It is enough to remind 
these boiling patriots that if they 
talked in this country as they talk in 
Dublin they would get into a Federal 
penitentiary. Some of these politi- 
cians are said to be nursing the mad 
notion that the people of the United 
States sympathize with Irish slackers 
and Germanophils. There was talk 
last week of sending the Lord Mayor 
of Dublin over here to solicit Mr. 
Witson’s good offices in regard to 
Irish conscription. It may be doubt- 
ed if the Seamen's and. Firemen’s 
Union would permit any such emissary 
to travel on a steamer. It is not Mr.

Witson’ 8 desdiaaae. to’ nab or sjethe 
legislation in the British Parliament. 
Moreover, this Irish rebellion finds no 
friends here save among the now quiet 
soapbox seditionaries. The Lord 
Mayor of ‘Dublia. coming on the errand 
proposed would be in effect a German 
agent. “It would be impossible for Mr. 
WILson to receive him! It is likely 
enough that. he wouldn’t be allowed to 
land. The-Chief Burgomaster of Ber- 
lin would be: exdctly as welcome and 
popular a personage here. 


TAX COLLECTIONS AND BILL’ 
PAYMENTS. 

The Treasury is urgent in collection 
of taxes, but slow in payment of its 
bills. Thre first is right, the second is 
wrong. 
cannot pay its bills unless it makes 
its collections. But it is just as true 
that the Treasury’s wants cannot be 
supplied with goods unless the Treas- 
ury pays for: what it orders. The 
Treasury ought to pay more promptly 
than commercial custom Because its 
money comes so easy. But that is 
the reason why Government is such 
slow pay. Officials cannot realize 
that their pen scratches are real 
maney. They deal in abstractions, and 
cannot appreciate that the money not 
paid by the Treasury has already been 
paid out ‘by thgse trying to collect it, 
who are embarrassed by their inability 
to get business treatment from pay- 
masters rolling in wealth. ‘ 

THe extent to which this troubles 
those who have to pay for labor and 
materials before they can work on 
Treasury orders is indicated by the 
extent of. the orders. It would be easy 


j to use larger figures about warships 


or airplanes or other things which cost 
money, but which are not in popilar 
use. It comes nearer to the average 
contractor to point out that the Treas- 
ury has bills to pay on account of 
goods ordered, ‘such as 37,000,000 
yards of bobbinet, 45,500,000 yards of 
khaki, 21,000,000 yards of cotton 
drilling, and soon. These goods must 
be made before they. can be supplied, 
and the wages'and material costs must 
be advanced before the bills can be 
sent to:the Treasury. The Treasury 
should pay as soon as the bills are ap- 
proved, and-there should be no delay 
about the approval. 4 

But the delay is flagrant. Chicago 
contractors complain that they cannot, 
get repayment of $50,000,000 which 
they had to pay out before they could 
make the goods the Government de- 
manded. Philadelphia makes the same 
complaint for its textile trade. The 
goods are’ wanted so urgently that the 
Government will promise to pay 
enough to enable: the instaWation of 
further facilities of manufacture, But 
the Government’s backwardness sends 
the sellers of ‘the goods to the banks 
for accommodation ‘on capital account 
as well a5 for commercial credits. 
Thus tardiness of Treasury payment 
becomes congestion of credit and ob- 
struction of trade. That is worse for 
the little contractors than for the big 
ones. In proportion the little men 
need their money more, for their credit 
is less. But it is the big. contractors 
who are favored by the Treasury. 

When it is a matter of spending 
Billions for ships the Treasury thinks 
nothing of an advance of multiples of 
millions. But when the bargain is for 
a million pairs of shoes the Government 
will not advance thousands. It sends 
the contractor to the banks for help, 
sometimes for help given on pledge of 
the’ Government’s promise to pay. 
Uncle Sam always pays—eventually.. 
When he is asking for money himself 
he appreciates that he who ‘pays 
quickly pays twice. That is just as 
true of payments for goods as of col‘ 
lections of taxes. The Government’s 
slowness of payment partly explains 
the plea for slowness of demand of tax 
payments. If the Government would 
pay more quickly, it would with better 
grace demand that it should be paid 
more quickly.

Did He Come? friends of our sol- 
diers if there is anything typical about 
the young aviator whose appalling state 
of vicious ignorance was described yes- 
terday by a Director of. the League for 
National Unity. This remarkable youth, 
when asked what he and his companions 
in the training camp thought of the war, 
was said to have answered that he and 
the others were all against it—that they 
were not interested in a conflict between 
autocracy and democracy, and that they 
were not keen about pulling chestnuts 
out of the fire for England. 

It is hard to believe that there is even 
one ‘‘ thoroughly American boy,’’ as this 
boy was said to be, who thinks and talks 
after that fashion. Certainly he is not 
thoroughly American, or American at 
all, though he may have been born in 
this country. If such sentiments and 
opinions as his really are prevalent at 
any training camp, the higher officers 
there have been worse than negligent of 
their duty—they have taught or per- 
mitted the teaching of treason, and the 
products of such instruction, instead of | 
serving the country, will put it in peril 
to whatever may be the extent of their 
ability. 

But of course the story cannot be true, 
except, possibly, of some German spy 
who has managed to insinuate. himself 
into the aviation service. | Boys. thor- 
oughly American are not “ "against the 
war,’ and while a good many of them 
may not thrill very much at the mention 
of abstractions like autocracy and de- 
mocracy, they all know perfectly well 
the quality of the enemy with which 
their country is in conflict, and. the 
great majority of them are not so stupid 
as to imagine that they are going abroad 
to pull chestnuts out of the fire for Eng- 
land. Having ordinary human intelli- 
gence, they are decently grateful to the 
nation to which their own is deeply in- 
debted for its present safety—for the op- 
portunity it has to prepare at leisure for 
its participation in the Great Adventure

From, study and prayer, he said, he 
had reached the conviction that war is 
not the right way to overcome evil. He 
did not admit—by necessary implication 
he denied—the existence of any evils not 
otherwise to be overcome, and while he 
did. not in so many words condemn. the 
course of the Government to which he 
professed fidelity, he made evident to 
his hearers that only after they had ac- 
cepted his résignation would there be 
any manifestation by their church as a} 
church .of their own very different sén- 
timents. He made clear his disapproval 
of and antagonism to the taking up of 
arms against Germany. 

So far, therefore, as Mr. Ussan has 
power arid influence, he is interfering 
with the enlistment and maintenance of 
our -arthies. Not-to be for the United 
States in this war is to be against it. 
His so-called loyalty is a narrowly con- 
ditioned feeling, and, as the conditions 
he has established have been violated, 
he has in everything except open avowal 
put himself in the ranks of the nation’s 
enemy. 

Yet it is not probable that Mr. URBAN 
is any fonder of the Germans than the 
rest of us—not probable that he would 
be any more content than the rest of us 
when under German rule. He only in- 
sists that we should not fight against 
them. What alternative procedure he 
would have us adopt he did not dis- 
close, nor does he seem to have consid- 
ered the large possibility that the alter- 
native to war is surrender.

But the President is not of 
that class; on Jan. 8, addressing Congress, 
he proposed ‘‘ the removal, so far as possible, 
of all economic barriers.”’

Reason to Believe Austrian Ambas- 
sador was in Lichnowsky’s Position. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In ‘your valuable reproduction of 
Prince Lichnowsky’s memorandum there 
occurs a passage that particularly inter- 
ested me: 

When the ultimatum appeared all the 
newspapers, with’ the exception .of The 
Standard, which was always in low water 
and apparently was paid by the, Austrians, 
were at one in their condemnation. 

For nearly ten years (1905-15) I served 
on the editorial staff of The Standard, 
and. spent the first nine months of the 
war in tHe office. The “low water” 
statement in the memorandum is quite 
correct; after half a century of prosper- 
ity the ebb-tide of The Standard’s for- 
tunes set in some years before the’ war, 
owing to bad management and tariff re- 
form policy, ant the paper died early in 
1916. 

But Prince Lichnowsky’s belief that 
The Standard ‘“ apparently was paid by 
the Austrians’’ is entirely erroneous, 

although there were certain indications 
that might have lent color to that sus- 
picion. The then editor of the paper, a 
stanch and loyal Englishman and a 
brilliant journalist, had spent’ many 
years in Vienna and Berlin, and was 
thoroughly acquainted with all the 
moves on the European chess board. 

During the fateful period immediately 
preceding England’s entry into the 
war, and a week after it, The Standard 
was in daily touch with the Austrian 
Embassy in’ London through the me- 
dium of a staff reporter, a close per- 
sonal friend of’ mine, who retailed to 
me each day what had passed between 
himself and Count Mensdorff, the Aus- 
tro-Hungarian Ambassador. Just as 
Pritice Lichnowsky was kept in “the 
dark as to his Government’s determina- 
tion to force a war, so, apparently, was 
Count Mensdorff hoodwinked by Count 
Berchtold. Great Britain made war 
with Germany on Aug. 4, but not with 

For several days after that, 
Count Mensdorff told my colleague that 
he was going to remain in Lond6n; 
that it was all a ghastly mistake, and 
that there would be no war with Aus- 
tria. Perhaps he believed it. Perhaps 
even the British, Government believed 
it, for they did not declare war on Aus- 
tria till Aug. 12, and. then only because 
France had taken that step two days 
earlier. ; 

We may well credit the German and 
Austrian Ambassadors in London with 
striving honestly for peace, but the de- 
cision did not lie with thems together 
with Grey, Goschen, De Bunsen, and 
Buchanan, they failed to recognize the 
inevitable; and The Standard was sim- 
ply one of the misguided parties that 
fought to the last ditch for a pacific 
solution. It is even quite possible that 
they all realized the hopelessness of 
their efforts, in which case greater 
credit is due to them. No doubt The 
Standard's publication of the Mensdorff 
interviews suggested the idea of bribery 
to Prince Lichnowsky, but The Standard 
was an honorable English institution; it 
needed no Austrian gold for attempting 
to ayert the great calamity. 

For years before. the war that paper 
had preached the doctrine of prepared- 
ness against the German peril to an 
apathetic audience.

To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Count Czernin, who has had to assume 
the, blame of the recent disclosures of 
Austrian duplicity and go’ irto retire- 
ment, from first to last followed a diplo- 
macy which’ consisted. of nothing but 
deception. At his appointment to office 
he was confronted with two very diffi- 
cult tasks. Qn the one side he saw Ger- 
man diplomacy in utter - bankrupt¢y. 
There ‘was nod oné in the. ranks of the 
Allies who: would have been foolish 
enough to put any trust in whatever 
statements and promises may have been 
issued from rlin. As President Wil- 
son said, ‘‘ the world cannot trust the 
word of the present rulers of Germany.” 
It was Czernin’s task to save whatever 
could be saved from. the wreckage and 
to act as ‘the spokesman not only of 
Vienna, but of Berlin as well. 

For a time he succeeded in ‘subtly de- 
ceiving many.: On more than one occa- 
sion we heard the remark that Austria- 
Hungary was anxious to withdraw from 
the world’s conflict and conclude a sep- 
arate peace. Many believed that Czer- 
nin ‘was anxious to find an excuse for 
severing his relations with Prussia, 
whereas, in truth, he was only seeking 
to secure advantages for his ally, as 
well as for himself. | 

On the other hand, Czernin was face 
to face with a very critical situation 
within the monarchy. It is now an 
open secret that at least three-fifths of 
the population of Austria-Hungary was 
distinctly out of sympathy with the war 
aims of the Central Powers. History 
reports a large number: of cases of in- 
subordination; of sabotage and of open 
desertion on the part of the subjects of 
Austria-Hungary. There was danger 
that sooner or later the monarchy 
would be rendered impotent through the 
activities of its non-German and non- 
Magyar nationalities. 4 

Count Czernin's first step then was to 
pacify, if..possible, the disturbing ele- 
ments at home. \ almost two years 
the monarchy had foltowed a most rig- 
orous, policy agatnst: its. dissatisfied 
subjects. According ¢o the disclosures 
that were made in the Austrian Reichs- 
rath by the Deputies Dasznyski, Trevic- 
Pavacic and Stransky, no less than 
80,000 Poles, Czechs and Jugoslavs had 
been executed or imprisoned at the or- 
der of the military leaders. Practically 
all of the leaders of these nationalities 
had béen imprisoned, many of them 
condemned to death: for high treason. 
€zernin realized the necessity of chang- 
ing this policy ff the nationalities were 
‘to be ‘prevented from organizing an 
open rebellion. Consequently he. ‘in- 
duced the Emperor to pardon hundreds 
of leaders in the hope that out of their 
gratitude for their liberation they would 
cease their opposition and rally to the 
support of the crown. 

Hig next step consisted in winning 
their favor by promising to democratize 
the Constitution and to grant a num- 
ber of far-reaching reforms. In the 
Summer of 1917 a number of leaders 
from all of the nationalistic groups 
were invited to participate in a revision 
of {he Austrian Constitution. Each na- 
tionality was to receive a certain meas- 
ure of autonomy within ‘the’ Constitu- 
tion, By these methods it was hoped 
that the internal front of the monarchy 
would be consolidated and its’ military 
power increased. 

Neither ‘,of ‘these attempts-“met * with, 
any degree of: ‘success. . “When. ‘Kramax,. 
ene of the most noted of Czech ‘leaders; 
was met at the station by the populace 
of Prague on his return from prison, he 
declared that the time had come when 
‘“deeds, and not words, must do the 
talking.’’ . 

In reply to -Czernin’s advances in 
the matter of constitutional revision, 
Stransky declined to participate, say-: 
ing, among other things, that ‘‘ our Con- 
stitution will be given us by Europe 
and America. This question is too.im- 
portant to be solved in Vienna.’ It is 
thus evident that these nationalities 
were fully determined to carry on their 
strugglo to its ultimate conclusion, hay- 
ing full confidence that the Allies would 
not overlook their respective claims to 
an independent existence. 

But in his attempt to conceiliate his 
subjects by partial and inconclusive 
concessions Czernin turned his atten- 
tion to the Allies. It was. necessary 
to discredit them at all costs, and 
to prove that the promises of allied 
statesmen are also mere scraps of 
paper. On more than one occasion 
he remarked to the leaders of the 
opposition that their hope of aid 
from the Allies was bound to end in dis- 
appointment. 

The Russian revolution offered him a 


favorable tae vatie 


his in- 
trigues. The. moment the. formule .of 
‘no annexations, no indémnities * 
announced he joyfully antiexed, it: and 
procéeded in interpret it in the sense of 
a preservation of the status\ quo ante. 
Armeq with this weapon hte procesded ; 
recurrently to advert to the Weclaration 
of the Allies, asserting that théy were 
striving for annexation and dism ber- 
ment, implying at the same timé that 1. 
the Allies changed or modified their at- 
titude the Dual Monarchy might. con- 
sider the opening of negotiations | 7% 
the conclusion of peace. 

A conciliatory attitude on the wart or: 
the Allies. served to completely dis 
Austro-Hungarian diplomacy. ox 
was driven into a corner from which 
‘there was no escape. He either had to 
come forward with a definite proposal . 
or. keep silent, proving by his silence 
that all of his previous peace tall’ wes 
but a sham. 

For a time he remeined silent, dévot- 
ing his attention to the Ukraine, -the- 
Bolsheviki, and Rumania. It was in 
these negotiations that we obtained for 
the first time an inkling inte his real 
aims. ‘‘ Not a square meter of Russian 
territory’ did Austria -propose to an- 
nex. Not a square méter, although the 
whole of the Ukiaine was of its own 
accord prepared to become a vassal of 
Vienna. But then, the Ukraine and 
Russia are two entirely different coun 
tries. 

Neither would Czerthin demand any- 
thing from Rumania. Only a few fron- 
tier rectifications would be made. And 
even these, perhaps, show his good in- 
tention. He would make certain eco- 
nomic arrangements to si!pplement his 
other demands. Everything was doné 
carefully, so as not to infringe the prin- 
ciples that Czernin so widely advocated. 
Nothing in these arrangements could be 

construed’ either as annexation or in- 
demnity. 

Simultaneously, while miaintaining 
such an ominous silence, he proceeded — 
to answer the four principles laid down | 
by President Wilson as the prerequisite 
conditions of peace in a characteristic 
Austrian manner. Troops, gung,- and 
munitions were quietly transferred .to 
the western front, until now ‘‘ Austro: 
Hungarian and German troops are. 
fighting shoulder to shoulder on the 
western front, as they fought in Russia. 
Serbia, and Ttaly. "And again ‘they: 
are fighting together for-the defense 
of Austria-Hungary and Germany.” 
What irony it should prove to be if the 
long-range gun that is even now bom- 
barding Paris should prove to have 
been made in Austria. But, of course, 
rit is only one of the incidents of war— 
another proof of Hapsburg sincerity... 

Finally, however, Czernin had to come 
out in the open. The widely heralded 
offensive on the western front was 
checked, and so Czernin goes.back io 
his favorite occupation of speechmaking. 
But behold, what a change of tone!> {1 
was no longer the Czernin-of old. ‘fo 
be sure he was still prepared to consider 
the conclusion of a general peace, but 
he did not intend to go begging for it: 
As to the suggestion that President W4l-. 
son sought to drive a wedge between 
Germany and her faithful ally, ‘‘ What+ 
a ridiculous assertion,’’ sdys Czernin. 
‘“* Impogsible!”” Let us thank the Count 
for disillusioning us se effectively. He. « 
finally opened our eyes. ‘After these Tee 
harks we no longer shall: sppgk: ote’ 
‘wéagning away Austria: from Germany:: 
{t ig guns, guns, and more guns that 
wilt do the talking now. 

Let.us thank Count Czernin ‘for ws 
disillusionment and at the same time: 
for the line of cleavage to which he 
inadvertently points. Ina recent speech 
he bitterly attacked the Czech leaders 
and the Cgech troops who “ criminally 
fight againgt their own country.”’ He 
thereby ren that there ig a gap be- 
tween the ernment of the-Dual Mon- 
archy and certain of its peoples.’ May 
it not be possible to insert a wedge and 
widen this gap? 

We ‘have attempted to drive a wedge 
between -Austrial\Hungary and Ger- 
many. That attetpt has failed com- 
pletely. But I ami\sure that a w % 
if. properly driven batween the Govern- 
ment’ of the Dual Monarchy and .its 
peoples, would bring \ultimate results, 
Just as the words of Count Czernin, as 
disclosed by Doctor mba, were in- 
tended for the peoples of\the enemy na- 
tions, instead of their Governments, so 
we should henceforth speak direct to 
them instead of talking to Czernin’s 
successors. And, when they speak—and 
speak they will—our dreams of peace 
shall have neared their realization.

The Bureau of Advertising Committee 
of the American Newspaper Publishers 
Association met at the World Building 
yesterday afternoon and approved the 
annual report which was submitted to 
the Directors.

Considerable space was given to .a trip 


of representatives of the bureau to the 
Pacific Coast, on which the report con- 
éludes: “ Your committee believes much 
effective work was done on the Pacific 
Coast, but that the effect is in part 
lost because of the lack of ag ag 
representation on the ground.

Your committee again draws the atten- 
tion of newspapers to the advisability of 
compiling facts and figures about the mar- 
kets they serve as a sure means of in- 
creasing advertising revenues.

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FINDS IOWA GERMANS 
FOR AMERICA IN WAR 


west Has Had No Difficulty 
with Foreign Born. 


The German population in Iowa is 
not’ giving any hindrance to patriotic 
movements in support of the. war, ac- 
cording to Eugene Kelly, publisher of 
The Sioux City Tribune, who is in New 
York to attend the: meeting of The As- 
sociated Press and the annual conven- 
tion of the American Newspaper Pub- 
lishers Association. 

‘*There is nothing at “all of truth in 
these statements in the Eastern mag- 
azines that the West is not enthusiastic 
about the war,” said Mr. Kelly. ‘* We 
are in the war, and in to win it, and we 
have shown that by our contributions 
of men to the army and of money to 
the Liberty Loans and other campaigns 
for financing vatious phases of the war. 

‘* While the hative American popula- 
tion has in general taken the lead tin 
war. work in the Northwest, we have 
not had any difficulty with the for- 
eign population. There are large: com- 
munities of German settlers in Iowa— 
indeed, the foreign population general- 
ly has a tendency to concentrate, so 
that you will see one county which is 
all German, the next which is all Dutch, 
and so on. But they are all responding 
to the appeals for support of the war— 
the great majority of them, I think, 
with all good-will and sincerity, and 


those who don’t like it feel that it is 
highly desirable for them to seem to 


‘“*For one thing, we don’t count the 
second generation of German-Americans, 
those born in this country, as Germans 
at all. They have shown .themselves to 
be patriotic Americans in every. sense 
cf the word. The German-Americans 
subscribed very promptly to their quota 
of bonds. There was a German-born 
business man in Sioux’ City, a Repub- 
lican Socialist, who put 20 per cent. of 
his entire property into ‘the First Lib- 
erty Loan bécause he wanted to beat 
the Kaiser. In geéneral,.the response 
was. very good from all classes of the 
foreign-born population, and public sen- 
timent has been so vigorous in support 
of the war that nobody dared to offer 
anything like active opposition. 

‘“‘ The German-language press has no 
influence of any importance in Western 
Iowa, ahd there seems to be no active 
disloyalty at all. The farmers are not 
supporting the agitation at Washington 
for $2.50 wheat; with the Government’s 
regulations for "the elimination of mid- 
dlemen’s profits, they are getting more 
for their wheat at $2.20 than they did 
when it was $3.20 a bushel, with no 
restrictions upon trading.”’

Senator Poindexter Acris Or- 
ganization of Backing Threat 
to Walk Out on May 1. 


LABOR VOTING ON QUESTION

Sald to be a Protest Against Con- 
viction of ~-Mooney — Wants 
Leaders Tried for Treason.

WASHINGTON, April 22.—The I. W. 
W. was bitterly denounced by Senator 
Poindexter of “Washington in the Senate 
today as. being back of a threat of or- 
ganized lapor.in his State to strike on 
May 1 asa protest against the conviction 
of Thomas Mooney.and.other labor lead- 
ers in the San. Francisco. preparedness 
parade bomb conspiracy. Senator Poin- 
dexter accused the I. W..W. as attempt- 


ing toe blackmail the Government, and }: 


said it was guilty of sedition and 
treason. 

The Washington Senator read into the 
record a letter from Secretary James A. 
Duncan of the Seattle Labor Council, 
stating that a referendum on the strike 
was being taken. Other labor leaders 
in the Far West, he said,. were back 
of the movement, but all-of them, he 
insisted, were.instigated by the I. wy, Ww. 
The Senator put in, also, resolutions of 
Seattle unions declaring that ‘wide- 
spread suspicion’’ exists among work- 
men in the West that the bomb plot con- 
victions were part of an effort to dis- 
credit organized labor. 

“ Back of all this turmoil in the West 
is the I. W. W., sinister and menating,”’ 
said the Washington Senator. ‘“‘ Phe 
writers of the threat to hold up the 
Government—this threat to go on striket 
on May 1—to cut off supplies from those 
deathless heroes who stand between us 
and the German ghorror, ought to be 
visited not alone with the just indigna- 
tion of an outraged public, but with the 
punishment prescribed for blackmail, 
disloyalty, sedition, and treason. It is 
an act of conspiracy to foment sedition 
and insurrection, both by peaceful and 
violent.means. 

‘It is moral treason that these men 
are guilty of. The act itself is worse,,. 
deserving of death. The threat to com- 
mit this offense, this shutting off.of 
supplies to an army fighting on the 
battle line in France, is a crime and 
ought to be punished swfftly. It is a 
crime against the Government, and the 
guilty ones should be tried as traitors. 

“The Bolsheviki of Russia and the 
I. W.' W. are the brothers of the mili- 
tarism of Prussia. Both advocate and 
both justify the doctrine that might is 
right, but that the might must be exer- 
cised by | themselves. The German 
tyrant contends that the submarine 
shall sink passenger ships and drown 
innocent men and women without warn- 
ing. The Germen tyrant plots .with 
Mexico, or his representative in Argen- 
tina, to seize and partition the — 
tory of the United States.

Mooney. Mr. Gompers’s statement fol- 
lows: 

‘‘The machinations of the prosecution 
in the Mooney trial justify the judg- 
ment that he was found guilty on per- 
jured evidence. It is greatly regret- 


| table that the California courts refused 


to consider this claim which was dis- 
covered since the trial. . Every “lega) 
action has been and will be taken by 
the bona fide labor movement of the 
United States to secure justice for 
Mooney. Any attempt to incite a strike 
of the workers of a trade-or industry 
of a locality, State, or of the nation, 
is not only violative of the laws of the 
national and international unions of 
America, but is repugnant to the rights 
and the interests of the workers them- 
selves. 

‘Such an attempt either to incite or 
order a local or general strike is un- 
justifiable and. dangerously prejudicial 
to the lives of our sons and brothers 
fighting in France for the safety of the 
homes, freedom, and democracy the 
world over. In addition, such an agita- 
tion as has been inaugurated can only 
react against Mooney 

‘“Men of labor, let. us with all fair-

It 
may be that there will be little profit 
during May either to the farmers or 
purveyors, but the hardships, if there 
be hardships, should be shared by the 
two parties in interest. The fact that 
milk is sold to consumers at a less price 
in: Buffalo, due partly at least to a 
lower price to producers, and that the 
Chicago prices are much lower than 
those set for New York, may appear to 
have justified a still lower price to the 
producers in New York for May. 

‘‘ But such a course would undoubted- 
ly react sharply. upon the dairy indus- 
try and deplete the milk-producing ca- 
pacity for the future, a result undesir- 
ole from every point of view at a time 
when food conditions are what they are 
now. It is certainly the purpose of the 
commission to so regulate future prices 
as to defend so far as it is possible both 
producers and distributers against loss 
on the business of a year.”

Nor could the 
court presume such to be the case, 
Major. Lentz contended,,*because pre- 
sumption in law ‘is ‘supposed to work 
forwird and not backward. 

Major Lentz was given till Wednes- 
day to submit a brief on the points of 
law involved. 

Uriah Rradshaw and Charles H. 
Hamilton of Clifton testified they, 
called on Wusterbarth at his confec- 
tionery store in November, 1917, and 
aSked for a contribution for the war 
work of the Y¥. M. C. . Both said he 
replied: ‘‘I’ll do nothings to help de- 
feat ‘Germany.

EX-AUSTRIAN PREMIER DIES. 


Baron Gautsch von Frankenthurn 
Had Served Three Terms. 
AMSTERDAM, April 22.— Baron 
Gautsch*.ven Frankenthurn,- former 
Austrian Premier, is dead at his home 
in Vienna, says a dispatch today from 
the Austrian capital. 








Baron Gautsch von Frankenthurn had | 


been three times Austrian Premier, his 
last term in that office, a- brief. one, 
coming to a close in 1911, nearly three 
years before the outbreak of the 
European war. His name had not 
figureq fréquently since in Austrian 
political chronicles. He was 67 years 
old. His father was a Government em- 
ploye, and hig title of Baron was ‘an 
acquired one, conferred in 1889. 

The Baron began life as a subordinate 
clerks in the Finance Department and 
later became a teacher in an institu- 
tion maintained by the Emperor for the 
education of the sons of indigent. noble- 
men. Then he became its Director, and 
the Emperor aprointed him ‘Director of 
the Theresianum = Military Academy, 
where most of the, officers of noble 
birth received their education: The 
late Count Taafe appointed him Minis- 
ter of Education in his Cabinet in 


1885. When the Cabinet resigned, von 
Frankenthurn, already a Baron; went 
back to the military academy as Di- 
rector and later became Minister of 
Education in the Badeni Cabinet. 


DR. ALEX. F. LIAUTARD DEAD. 


Dean of N. Y. U. Veterinary College 
for 25 Years, Dies in France. 


Dr. Alexander Francis Liautard, who 
was Dean cf the New York University 
Veterinary College for twenty-five 
years prior to his departure for France 
in 1889, following his retirement, died 
on last Saturday at his home, Bois 
Jerome, France, according to word re- 
ceived yesterday by Dean W. Horace 
Heskins of New York University Vet- 
erinary College. A memorial service 
for ex-Dean Liautard was held at the 
college yesterday. . 

Dr. ,Liautard was born in Paris, 
France, Feb. 18, 1835, and studied at 
the Alford Veterinary College, France, 
before he came tg this country in the 
fifties. He became known as the fore- 


most veterinary authority in the United 
States. He was the first President of 
the United States Veterinary Associa- 
tion, and the editor of the first veterin- 
ary "journal. 


MUSIC-LOVING DUKE DEAD. 


Frederick II., Rulet of Duchy of An- 
halt, Maintained Court Theatre. 


AMSTERDAM, April 22.—Duke Fred- 
erick IL, ruler of the German Duchy of 
Anhalt, is dead at the Ballenstedt 
Castle. He was 61 years old. 


Frederick II. was also Duke of West- 
phalia and Saxony, and his dominion 
embraced an area a little larger. than 
900 square. miles. In his! capital at 
Dessau he maintained .a court theatre 
which became celebrated throughout Eu- 
rope for operatic’ performances. The 
Duke of Anhalt took an active part in 


the management of the opera, superin- 
tended rehearsals, and experimented 
with new lighting effects until he be- 
came an expert producer or impresario. 
His'life was almost entirely devoted to 
roy and he was ‘rarely seen in in 
‘orm.

Men for Next Season. : 





The scarcity of football coaches has 
created? an alarming situation among} 
the colleges, for the Y. M. C, A. has en- | 
listed many athletes, and among the’ 
number are several men who had been: 
counted on to serve as football thentors 
next Fall.. Amherst, Columbia, New’ 


York University, Washington and Lee, 
West Point, and Williams have all been 
negotiating with prominent’ athletes dur- 
ing. the last few months, and find that 
it is a difficult matter to sign the 
coaches they are seeking. 

The demand for athletes-to serve as 
Y. M. C. A. instructors in France, Dng- 
land, and Italy is constantly growing, 
and up to the present time the Y. M. C. 
A. officials have not been able to fur- 
nish the instructors and trainers fast 
enough. ring the coming season the 
demand will be even greater, and-it is 
anticipated that when the football sea- 
sun rolls around, the pick of the coaches 
will be ever on the other side, promot- 
ing sports among the soldiers. ; 

The College Recruiting Committee has 
called upon the letter men of the ed 
colleges throughout the country for Y, 
M. C. A. athletic work, and many foot- 
ball men have responded, and more are 
sure to follow. The situation is one 
which the football officials did not count 
on, but the sentiment among nearly all 
of the institutions is that they are will- 
ing to sacrifice the coming football sea- 
son, if: necessary, in order that e 
troops abroad may. have the proper 
training. 

Not only are the football men being re- 
cruited by the Y. M. C. A. in large nu 
bers, but the trainers are al bei 
sought, and during the last week Pooch 
Donovan, the Harvard: trainer; Tom 
Keane, the trainer at Syracuse, and 
Steve Farrell, trainer at Michigan, have 
joined the ranks of Y. M. C. A. athletic 
instructors. 

Walter Camp of Yale, who has charge 
of the athletic activities at all the naval 
stations, has advocated the services of 
the trainers for the aviators, and this 
suggestion is now being carried out 
wherever practicable. It is planned to 
give the aviators ag careful physical 
preparation for their hazardous work as 
athletes receive in preparing for an im- 

ortant athletic contest, and the demand 
or training is constantly growing. Mr. 
Camp has appealed to the colleges to re- 
lease. their trainers in order to carry on 
this work. 

From prqnens indications, {t looks as if 
many of the football elevens next Fall 
would be coached by some of the older 
alumni or by new coaches who have 
never attempted the task before. Al- 
ready many of the former football stars 
to whom coaching positions have been 
offered have refused, because they plan 
to join the Y. M. C. A. staff before the

New Commission Order Puts Water 
Tariffs-on Level with Rail. 


, WASHINGTON, April 22.—In com- 
pHance with a request of the Railroad 
Administration, the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission today authorized ear- 
riers to file rate schedules increasigg 
joint rail and watcr and all-water tari 
to a level not higher than existing all- 
rail rates between the same points. It 
{s provided, however, that rail-and- 
water rates.to and from Duluth and 
points groupéd therewith shail riot be 
higher than the same rates to and ftom 
Chicago, and, further, that rail-and- 
water-and-rail rates to Minneapolis shall 
remain unchanged. 
established upon not less than five days’ 
notice. Carriers are authorized, in a 
supplemental order, to establish the 
new rates without observing the long 
and~short haul provisions of the com- 
mission’s regulations. 

The provision of the order relating’ to 
Minnesota points follows:

Recelpts from Russian Shell Con- 
tracts Included in Statement 
of Surplus and Profits. 


The Canadian Car & Foundry Com- 
pany’s report for 1917 contains informa- 
tion about an unusual adjustment of 
customs duties growing out of the fire 
at its Kingsland, -N. J:, plant‘in Janu- 
ary, 1917, when a large quantity of 
shells for the Russian Government was 
destroyed.

cording & Computing Machine Com- 
pany of Dayton, POhion and subsequent- 
y assigned by the latter to the agency 
of the Car & Foundry concern in con- 
nection with the setélement of matters 
Gores out of the Russian orders. The 

an Company stands ready to make the 
payment, Mr. Curry said, and has asked 
that a formal judgment be rendered be- 
fore the money is paid over, in order 
to establish e validity of the dis- 
charge of the debt. The legal step has 
been asked because of the altered poli- 
cul situation in Rugsia since the con- 
tracts were made. 

The report showed that war munition 
and export equipment orders accounted

compared with $1,292,105. -The 
was equal to $18.84 a share of prefe’ 
stock, against $4.71 the year Lefer.

America: Will Send 3,300,000 
Bushels to Regions Held 
by the Germans. 





400,000 Tons of Norwegian Salling 
: Vessels Are Chartered for 
War Purposes.

WASHINGTON, April 22.—The United 
States Government has decided to send 
3,200,000 bushels of wheat to Belgium 
and occupied parts of Northern France 
as rapidly as possible, to prevent famine 
conditions ‘and further’ wholesale suf- 
fering, and ways and -means to obtain 
additional tonnage and grain supplies 
are being studied, 

Reports which have come from the oc- 
cupied parts of these countries within 
the last two weeks have told of threat- 
ened starvation conditions in many re- 
gions, and there have been: repeated 
pleas for aid. It was indicated strongly 
that Germany was not providing suffi- 
cient food to prevent hunger. One of 
these messages read: 

‘* Provided all shipments now. en route 
arrive, and supposing an equal. distribu- 
tion betweeh all parts of the country, 
Belgium and Northern France will be 
without bread from exotic grains for 
twenty days.’’ 

It is probable that shipments of wheat 
for consumption by the civilian gegen L 
tions of the allied nations may be re- 
duced for about ten days in order to ob- 
‘tain the amount necessary to avoid a 
disastrous situation in the ‘‘ occupied 
There will, however, be 
no curtailment of the supplies from this 
country for the armies in France and 
England. . 

It is understood that Germany is will- 
ing to give safe conduct to the vessels 
employed in the relief work and has 
promised not to seize foods which are 
to be distributed among the sufferers. 

Grave Cénditions in Belgium. 

The statement has been made recently 
that the conditions in Belgium, because 
of. developments leading up to and fol- 
lowing the seizure of Dutch shipping by 


the United States and Great Britain, 


were now more serious than at any 
other time since the war started, and 
that they were ‘giving officials who 
have been in charge of the relief work 
the deepest concern. 

The plan as now outlined, it is be- 
leved, Will afford the immediate relief 
necessary. The Government will act 
quickly and conferences are now being 
held by agents of the Food Administra- 
tion and the Ship Control. Committee of 
the Shipping Board to détermine the 
tonnage which best can. be spared. 

The additiorial burden which the 
United States, must carry in furnishing 
the wheat may also make it necessary 
to move some of the surplus of 150,000,- 


000 bushels which has piled up in Aus- 


tralia because of the lack of shipping to 
transport it to this country and Europe. 
Announcement was made today that 
the Shipping Board had chartered 400,- 
000 toys of Norwegian sailing ships, 
which have been engaged in various 
trades, and they will now be employed 
only for purposes absolutely essential to 
the war. Some of these vessels, it is 
understood, will be available for the 
movement of the Australian wheat. It 
is planned to move as much of that 
wheat as possible to this country so that 
wheat now in the United States, which 
is needed for home consumption, may be 
sent to Europe. 

It is possible also that a few of the 
ships which are being turned over to 
the United ,States by Japan may be 
used in this connection. Most-of the 
150,000 tons, which are to be obtained 


in carrying coal to South America and 
in bringing back nitrates. The rest of 
the Japanese tonnage, which is to be 
obtained by pudrchase, will be used 
largely in overseas service. 


Priority Orders Issued. 


To relieve the acute distress in Bel- 
gium and in the German occupied parts 
of Northern France, pthe United, States 
Government has ‘priority “orders 
for the fifteen’ Belgian relief ships* in 
American ports so that more than 8,- 


‘| 000,000 bushels of _wheat can be trans- 


ported across the “Atlantic without de- 
lay. In oréer npt to disturb existing 
conditions, it was said yesterday, the 
‘grain was purchased through the 
Allied Purchasing Commission, and it 
will be withdrawn from the market 
by the Federel Grain Corporation, of 
which Julius H. Barnes is the head. 
At the office of the Grain Corparation 
it was said that the movement to ex- 
pedite these shipments nad been under 
way for a week, and that preparations 


were now completed for the carrying’ 
out of the huge order. The Belgian 
Relief Commission is getting preferen- 
tial treatment:in the handling and the 
lcading of this grain. Vessels that are 
to carry it are receiving the right of 
way in loading ,and sailing over the 
vessels of the Allies at Ame ports. 
It was denied, however, at the Grain 
Corporation that the carrying out of this 
order would make it necessary to sus- 
pend food shipments for the civilian 
| eekaty on sgaete of the allied: countries for 
ten days, eas had been reported. It was 
pointed out that there weve not enough 
steamers .of the Belgian Relief Com- 
mission to load to make such an order 
of suspension necessary. 

The relief ships will take not only 
wheat, but oats, meal, flour, and other 
foodstuffs. These shipments, it was 
‘said, would not disturb the existing 
market, and would not cause a diminu- 
tin of flour shipments to allied coun- 
tries, for Great Britain is now receiv- 
ing Canadian wheat, and the amount of 
grain necessary to fill the Belgian order 
s not great enough seriously to inter- 
tupt the fiow across the Atlantic.

Chairman Hurley of the Shipping 
Board and Mr. Schwab. are bending 
every effort to co-operate with ship- 
yards which are attempting to establish 
a world’s record for ship construction. 
The Skinner & Eddy Cémpany of Seattle 
wired today that a new record had been 
made in launching the hull of &n 8,800- 
ton steel cargo carrier in fifty-five 
working days from the time the keel 
was laid.. The telegram added: 

“Our workmen are so jubilant that 
they say they will go one better before 
Summer is over.” 

Mr. Hurley sent this reply: 

“The United States Shipping Board 
wishes to express to your workmen, 
first, our sincere appreciation for their 
great effort, and then to you and the 
Skinner & Eddy Corporation for the pace 
you have set in ‘the launching of steel 
ships. In a few months you have dem- 
onstrated to the shipbuilding world that, 
with efficient workmen and efficient 
management, America can build ships 
faster than any country in the world. 
You have created a spirit of friendly 
rivalry and competition which is going 
to be most helpful to our entire ship- 
building program. 

“For your information I wish to say 
that a prominent Atlantic Coast ship- 
yard laid a keel about fourteen days 
ago, and they are endeavoring to beat 
your record in launching a steel ship. 
We are proud of your men and proud of 
your record, and we know that, with 
the.energy and punch you haye put into 
your work, other shipyards will have a 
hard time to > ergel it. 

** Charles Schwab is delighted at 
your success aed wishes to express his 
sincere appreciation to each and every 
workman and to your management for 
their great patriotic efforts in breaking 
all records of launching a steel ship 
to date.” 

The ‘record’: ship will be named 
the West Lianga, and it is hoped to de- 
liver it to the Government completed 
by May 30. It is 410 feet 5 inches 
long, and the contract calls for a s 
of at least 1044 knots an hour.

FUR SALE OPENSAT ST.LOUIS 


eee 
$620,750 Taken on First Day—LIb- 
erty Bonds Also Sold. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ST. LOUIS, April 22.—The first day 
of the International Fur Auction today 
at Funston Brothers & Co.’s exchange 
résulted in sales totaling $620,750. More 
than 385 buyers, registered from all 
over the world, attended the sale, which 
will last ten days. : 

Selling was confined to Alaska and 
Japanese fur sealskins, sealskins from 
the northwestern coast, blue fox, mink, 
Japanese fox, white hare, lambskins, 
guanacos, fitch, marmot, and squirrel. 
Alaska sealskins advanced 35 per cent. 
since the January auction here. Japa- 
nese sealskins sold ‘at a price 10 per 
cent. higher since that time, and blue 
fox pelts were 35 per cent. higher. 
Sealskins from the northwest coast re- 
mained unchanged. 

The first sale was 6,100 Alaska fur 
sealskins, sold for the United States 
Government, which brought $325,000 in 
several lots. The Government sent Ward 
T. Bower, Commissioner for’ Alaska, to 
superintend the selling of this lot. Bower 
says that only the surplus bulls of the 
large herd of 465,000 animals have been 
killed. It took only forty minutes for 
buyers to purchase the eighty-three lots. 
Japanese sealskins brought $32,000 for 
661 pelts. 

Buyers subscribed for $726,000 worth 
of Liberty bonds before the sale began 
this morriing. A shipper at Moscow, 
Russia, wired the exchange to purchase 
$150,000 worth of the bonds, the value 
to be deducted from his shipment. Will- 
fam Bitingon of Moscow, London, New 
York, and St. Louis subscribed for $25,« 
000 worth of bonds. All of, the sales 
will be credited to the St. Louis quota. 

The United States is the only vern- 
ment represented at the sale. The Japa- 
nese shipments were purchased raw by 
American buyers and sent to St. Louis 
earlier to be processed by the new 
method used here. Furs have been sent 
from Alaska, Canada, Siberia, the East- 
ern Caucasus, Persia, Newfoundland, 
South America, and from Manchurian 
and Mongolian provinces.

George T. Bell; chief examining at-.

Rockfish Railroad Com- 
pany and other’ transportation lines, in 
‘which’ lower freight rates were asked 
on packag of merchandise .in theft- 
proof and damage-proof metal contain- 
ers. It was alleged by the complainant 
that shippers and.transportation com- 
panies in the United States suffer an 
annual loss of more than $50,000,000 in 
damages and thefts from unprotected 
packages in transit, while the cost of 
containers of wood and fibre used for 
one-way shipments aggregate $120,000,- 
000. annually. ° 7 . 
The suit asks the Interstate, Commerce 
Commissién to order the railroad and 
express. companies: of the country to 
adjust freight charges on a basis which 
will reduce’ the charges for theft-proof 
and damage-proof metal containers. “ 
'C. F. Doble, sales manager of the 
Pneumatic: Scale Corporation, said the 
new.method would, not only standardize 
shipping methods and relieve the con- 
gestion of freight caused by waste car 
space and war traffic, but would be of 
material benefit to newspapers and 
other printing interests of the country 
by eliminating the waste of $120,000,000 
worth of wood and wood fibre contain- 
ers. He added that the value ofall the 
pulp and wodd fibre used in shipping in- 
the United States-was $300,000,000. ar- 
nually, of which one-half was thrown 
away after one-way delivery, while the 
metal container. could be returned to 
the shipper in folded shape and wsed 
indefinitely.
